It is with pleasure we sanegnce to the

setts,” have appointed a missionary to 
)ayti. The Rev. Thomas Paul, of Bos- 
ton, bas for a long time felt a ceep solici- 
inde to visit the place, with aciew of ma- 
king known to the inhabitant, * the un- 
'searchable riches of Christ.? | Having 
, communicated his views to the Board, and 
| offered himself as their missimary, it was 
| considered as an indication of Providence, 
| (hat an attempt should be mide to intro- 
| duce the Protestant religion among the 
| Havtians, 
| It is expectedthat Mr. Pau will embark 
' in the first vessel which sails from Boston, 
for Port-au-Prince. Shouldhe findat tie 
| expiration of the six months, for which 
| he is appointed to labour, that there are 
i any encouraging prospects o success, it is 
| the determination of the Bowd thata per- 
; manent mission shall be e:tablished on 
the island. 
| Gratefal acknowledgemerts are due to 
brethren of other denominaions, for the 
| lively interest they have taken in promo- 
ting this object. Mr. Paul ms been kind- 
ly furnished with letters from some of the 
most respectable merchants in New-York, 
to men of wealth and authority in Hayti. 

We confidently anticipate ‘bat he will 
meet with no opposition from the secular 
power. For although, by the Consitution 
of Hayti, “the Catholic, Apostolic, and 
Roman religion, is declared to be that of 
the government :” yet the Constitution 
also says, Art. 49, ‘ all other religious de- 
nominations are tolerated in the republic, 
conforming themselves to the laws.” And 
we are assured from undoubted sources, 
that President Boyer is a decided friend 
of religious liberty. 

We hope that the friends of Christ will 
, feel a deep concern for the prosperity of 
| this mission. Pray for our brother, that 
| God would open to him a door of utter- 
| ance, to speak the mystery of Christ ; and 
| that the word of the Lord may have free 
| course and be glorified, even as it is with 
| you. 
|" We would also remind Christians that 
this undertaking cannot Le sustained with- 
| out expense. We therefore, earnestly 
request them to aid this object, by more 
liberal contributions to the fands of the 
Society. 

Since the appointment of Mr. Paul, a 
letter has been received from a pious and 
intelligent coloured person in Port-au- 
Prince, expressive of great anxiety thata 
preacher might be sent to Hayti.

In regard to the new and splendid and 
exteusive edifice erected during the past 
year fur a depository, which was much 
wanted, it was stated that the plan of a 
sinking fund had been adopted, and that 
such arrangements had been made as atf- 
fords them the consolation to state, that 
nat a single dollar of the Society's funds 
will be diverted from the original pur- 
pose for which the donations or subscrip- 
tions have been made. ‘The building af- 
fords much greater convenience for fa- 
cilitating the operations of the Society, 
than was enjoyed before, as there are now 
ample accommodations for the offices of 
the officers, the ordinary meetings, and 
for the whole of the printing and book- 
binding departments. 

There have been printed in New-York 
and at the Branch at Lexington, Ken. or 
otherwise obtained for circulation, during 
the 7th year of the Society’s operations, 
55,600 Bibles and Testaments; and da- 
ring the seven years, the number of 323,- 
777 Bibles and ‘Testaments, and parts of 
the latter. Five hundred Spanish ‘Testa- 
ments, nave also been received asa dona- 
tion from the British and Foreign Bible 
Society. ‘There bave been issued from 
the Depository, during this year, 98,448 
Bibles, aud 26,357 Testaments; and in 
the seven years, 248,625 Bibles and Tes- 
taments, and parts of the latter. During 
the 7th year also, 12,923 Bibles and Tes- 
taments,(of the value of 7592 dols. 24-100) 
have been issued gratuitously to various 
parts of the United States, and of North 
and South America. 

During this year, the cry of the ignor- 
ant and destitute for that Bible which is 
more precious than rabies, and more val- 
uable than thousands of gold and silver, 
has been more pressing, and the calls 
more numerous than in any former year, 
and the Managers have exerted every 
means in their power to answer them. 

The want of Spanish Bibles for the sup- 
ply of the southern continent, is great, and 
will increase. It has been ascertained 
that the Bible can now be sent and circn- 
lated with safety in most places in South 
America. Even many of the priests are 
destitute of the word which it is their duty 
to preach, and many people, including 
large numbers of females, are exceedingly 
anxious to procure the Bible. In conse- 
quence of these calls, the Society bas con- 
tracted for a set of stereotype plates of a 
Spanish Bible. 

In relation to the donations which have 
been made by the society in our own 
country, far the greatest number have 
been made to the Auxiliary Societies, 
whose means have been inadequate to 
their wants. The report here embraces 
a statement of the destitute population e- 
ven in our own state. In one county, af- 
ter a distribution of many hundred copies 
had been made, it was ascertained that 
800 families were destitute, and in anoth- 
er 1300. Even in some of the villages, 
from 30 tu 50 families have been found 
destitute of the Bible. And in the South- 
ern and Western States, the deficiency is 
still greater. In one State, the destitute 
families are set down at 10,000 ; in anoth- 


er 8500; and in another 10,000 out of , 
40,000 inhabitants! These facts appear | 


from letters addressed to the managers, 
from auxiliary societies. 

The receipts of the seventh year have 
heen greater than during any former one. 
Fifty-nine new societies have been recog- 
nized during this period, as auxiliary, ma- 
king the whole number recognized during 
the seven years, 360. For this large in- 
crease, under the blessing of Providence, 
the society has been much indebted to the 
exertions of the Rev. Richard D ’ 
who has been employed as an agent for 
the purpose. Other agents have also 
been employed, one in South Carolina, 
and one in Mississippi, and the managers 
contemplate continuing the system, as 
these agents can effect mach by allaying 
prejudices, and explaining the objects of 
the institution. ‘To make known its use- 
fulness is the best means of procuring ad- 
ditional means of continuing the great 
work of charity they have in hand.  Ev- 
ery where the exertions of femates have 
been conspicuous—the records of their 
efforts, and even their privations, are ip 
heaven, where they will be rewarded.

| foremost stands the British and Foreign 
| Bible Society. ‘Their income for the last 
| year exceeds 400,000 dollars; and their 
issues of Bibles, since the formation of the 
Society, exceeds 3,500,000 copies. 

In Russia the lahours of the Bible Soci- 
ety are co-extensive with that great em- 
pire. They have published the Bible al- 
ready, in 28 different languages——200,000 
copies per annum are disiributed, and the 
| Calmucs in consequnce, are throwing a- 
| way their ldols. ‘This Society has com- 
menced its labours in China. 

In Germany, Prussia, France, Sweden, 
Bavaria, the Netherlands, &c. like Rus- 
sia, the monarchs, nobles, prelates and 
people, are united in the Holy cause.— 
| Nor are the Catholics of France. Spain, 
| Portugal and Italy, idle The dreadful 
commotions of the Turkish Empire have 
suspended the labours of Christians on the 
shores of the Mediterranean, and millions 
and millions in Africa and Asia, are in the 
grossest darkness. Yet the work is pro- 
gressing ; and it is a cause of great joy to 
learn, that at the last great heathen festi- 
val, the votaries of Juggernaut had not 
numbers sufficient to move his car! 

In conclusion, the managers express 
their gratitude and thanks to heaven for 
their success, and to the contributors for 
their liberality, and their coadjators for 
their efforts. The effects of this Society 
have been wonderful in allaying preju- 
dices aud jealousies among differenf sects 
of Christians, while they have shown the 
world how good and how pleasant it is 
for brethren to dwell together in unity, 
and caused many to exclaim, Behold how 
these Christians love one another! 

The Report having been concluded, 
the Rev. Dr. Woodhull, of N. Jersey, 
meved that it be accepted and printed, 
and supported his motion by an address.

UNITED FOREIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 

The Annnal Meeting of the United 
Foreign Missionary Society was held on 
Wednesday evening May 7, in the great 
room of the City Hotel, New-York. The 
chair was taken by the Hon. Stephen Van 

tensselaer, the President of the Society, 
and the proceedings of the meeting vpen- 
ed with prayer by the Rev. Dr. Milledoler. 
The Annual Report was read by the Sec- 
retary, Zech. Lewis, Esq. The general 
complexion of this document was highly 
gratifying to the friends of the missionary 
cause, but from the number and extent of 
its details we are enabled only to present 
a very imperfect summary of its contents.

Secretary to omit some of the heads on 
which it contained less interesting. though 
| necessary and appropriate information. 
| ‘The unrox mission among the Osages of 
the Arkansuw, was the first noticed in or- 
der. The report embraced the history of 
this mission for fifteen months previous to 
| March of the present year. It noticed 
| with satisfaction the termination of the 
| unhappy war between the Osages and the 
| Cherokees—this was effected under the 
| mediation of the genera! government ; and 
| though esteemed by the Osages as effected 
by a treaty somewhat injurious to their 
interests, was nevertheless strictly regard - 
ed according to the treaty. Twenty-nine 
Osuge prisoners were in consequence re- 
stored to the nation. During the year 
past several buildings have been erected 
—twenty-four acres of land brought under 
cultivation— twenty five tons of hay cut, 
and one thousand bushels of corn gather- 
ed, besides which, the important expezi- 
ment has been made of cultivating an acre 
of cotton, which produced in the field fifty . 
dollars. This ts considered as a pledge 
that by the extension of this branch of in- 
dustry, in connexion with the previous hus- 
bandry, the entire expenses of the mission 
may be defrayed. and future drafts on the 
treasury superseded: it ts important in a- 
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nother view, both as sepplying the mate- 
rials of clothing to the Indians received at 
the station, and as presenting a most at- 
tractive inducement to the tribes to engage 
in the practice of agriculture. ‘The total 
value of the missionary property ot all des- 
criptions. at this station, a¢ reported to the 
Department of War, amounts ‘to $2 1,000, 
an increase since the last report which 
more than equals the original suin laid out 
bythe society. Tiwo of the teachers, Mr. 
Requa and Miss Cleaver, have been com- 
pelled by bad health, to leave the mission,
